In 1995, 19 California 
peace officers died in the 
line of duty.

They were the 
people who fought to keep 
drugs off our streets and 
criminals out our neigh¬ 
borhoods; the people who 
made the most personal 
commitment to a better 
world. These were the 
people who rushed into 
danger whenever some¬ 
body called “911” in the 
middle of the night. 

Yet, when asked how 
any one of these 19 offic¬ 
ers died, I would guess that 
few of us would be able to 
describe the incident.

Is It Time? 

I got it with Blue Chip stamps. It is not valuable. 
It’s switch is broken. It is as old as my marriage. 
It has spent it’s usefulness and it is time to throw it 
away. 

It was never a favorite lamp but in thirty years it 
has burned many bulbs. In our first little home, it 
sat by my chair in the comer, between the wall fur¬ 
nace and a window. It cast its light on my books as 
I read. The comer was warm and cozy in winter and 
cool and breezy in summer. The chair was my fa¬ 
vorite but the Blue Chip lamp was just there. 

After a couple of years we were moving to a big¬ 
ger house. The window had dirtied the lamp’s shade 
and the furnace had dried it out. I was going to 
throw the whole thing away but I saw the perfect 
size shade in a thrift shop for only 50 cents. My fa¬ 
vorite reading chair was going into the new bed¬ 
room and the lamp would now do just fine until I 
decided what I really wanted. 

I never decided, so it lighted my books by that 
favorite chair for goodness knows how many years. 
The poor chair finally died. The cushion collapsed, 
the upholstery tore and the stuffing peeped through. 
I had to buy a new chair but the Blue Chip lamp with 
its 50 cents shade was still there. 

Now it looked shabby beside the new brightly 
flowered chair so once again, I was ready to throw 
it away. On the way to the trash bin, my finger 
ripped through the rotten material of the 50 cents 
shade but I realized the lamp itself was still in fine 
condition. Maybe someone could use it one day. I 
stored it in the attic. 

Came the day I had to retire from my teaching 
career. The little cottage we had first called home 
sat at the rear of our property full of junk. We de¬ 
cided to clear it out and turn it into my writingV read- 
ing\ sewingX whatever get-away. The now faded 
flowered chair was moved from my bedroom to the 
comer between the wall furnace and the window. 
I needed a lamp. I went to the attic and the Blue 
Chip lamp was still there. 

I bought it a brand new K-Mart shade and moved 
it back to its original spot where it has lighted my 
books for over three years. The window has dirt¬ 
ied the shade and the furnace has dried it out.

officers—‘real heroes—& 
whose lives were sense¬ 
lessly lost and whose 
deaths went largely un¬ 
mentioned. 

On the other hand, we 
are reminded over and 
over every time a police 
officer is suspected of 
wrongdoing. Images of 
alleged police misconduct 
are replayed endlessly, 
burned into our mind’s 
eye. Law enforcement has 
its bad apples; every pro¬ 
fession does, given the na¬ 
ture of human failings and 
weaknessnesses. But the 
few who fail their profes¬ 
sion are certainly not a fair 
reflection of the over¬ 
whelming majority of men 
and women in California 
law enforcement. 

In eleven months last 
year, 19 officers lost their 
lives. There were no swirl¬ 
ing TV helicopters, no 
continual coverage on the 
nightly news, no street 
protests or sit-ins by con¬ 
cerned citizen groups, no 
ultimatums for social jus¬ 
tice. No one branded ev¬ 
ery felon a “cop killer”. 

Every good cop feels 
the pain and shame when a 
fellow law enforcement 
officer “goes bad”. The 
entire profession reexam¬ 
ines its own methods, 
training and disciplinary 
rules to attempt to prevent 
future problems. Yet such 
self-criticism is made 
harder when every cop is 
painted with the same ugly 
brush. 

This month California 
again honors its fallen he¬ 
roes in the annual Peace 
Officers Memorial Cer¬ 
emony—a tribute to those 
19 officers we lost last 
year. For this brief mo¬ 
ment we can give back to 
those who gave so much 
for us. We can grieve with 


their families and col¬ 
leagues. Most important, 
we can recognize them for 
what they were—good 
cops fighting society’s war 
on crime. And for this 
short time, they will re¬ 
ceive the attention they 
deserve. 

It happens every May. 
Families, colleagues, 
friends and grateful mem¬ 
bers of the public gather at 
our state’s Capitol to re¬ 
member the officers who 
have lost their lives pro¬ 
tecting ours. For some of 
those in attendance, the 
memories will never fade. 
Even as they live with the 
lingering pain of losing a 
loved one, they carry 


within themselves the 
pride ;of a profession dedi¬ 
cated to protecting others 
from harm. 

We should all take a 
moment to reflect upon the 
lives of the 19 peace offic¬ 
ers whom we will honor 
this month. Although they 
may not have directly im¬ 
pacted your life, their dedi¬ 
cation and ultimate sacri¬ 
fice for others no doubt 
touches us all. The next 
time we hear of an incident 
involving possible mis¬ 
conduct by a police of¬ 
ficer, I ask that we remem¬ 
ber these 19 officers, and 
those who have gone be¬ 
fore them. They are the 
officers who define Cali¬ 
fornia law enforcement. 


Hiqhliqhts of the Hoge/ 
Tsehberg Gambling 
Control Act of 19w 

* Creates a three member California Gambling 
Control Board, with members appointed by the 
Governor. The board will have the authority to 
grant, deny, revoke, suspend or impose conditions 
on gambling licenses and permits. 

Creates and provides for the funding of the 
Division of Gambling Control in the Department 
of Justice (Attorney General). The division will 
develop regulations, administer the initial phase 
of licensing, monitoring the conduct of licensees, 
investigating allegations of wrongdoing and ini¬ 
tiating disciplinary actions. 

* Requires applicants to pass backgound in¬ 
vestigations, including a determination of “good 
character” and a review of criminal records, repu¬ 
tations and associations.

Prohibits licensees from contributing to any 
candidate for the office of Attorney General 
within two years prior to submitting a license ap¬ 
plication or while holding a license. 

* Designates the Governor as the negotiator 
for gaming compacts with Indian tribes.

Chamber Workshop 

on “The Business

On a typical spring day, 
many business owners met 
with Joe Surgent to obtain 
information on crime in 
Sierra Madre. To have a 
“business watch” meeting 
is a very successful idea 
for the community. 

The citizens of Sierra 
Madre, are happy to police 
their own community. The 
“Sierra Madre” quality of 
life is very high because 
people take walks at all 
times of the day or night. 

Sierra Madre is not a 
gated community, but it is 
safe to live here. Crimes of 
murder, rape, theft, bur¬ 
glary, have gone up a little 
in comparison to 1994 and 
1995. 

The smattenings of bur¬ 
glaries in daylight during 
April, 1995, were stopped 
by the watchful neighbors. 
The neighbors helped 
make arrests. 

Sierra Madre is a small 
town, and the police chief 
has many reserve officers 
driving their own cars 
around town. The main 
function of the reserve of¬ 
ficers is to talk to people 
who do not fit into any 
“profile” of people in 
town. 

People who do not fit 
into the general category 
of “normal” for Sierra 
Madre, the police will 
come out and talk to them, 
especially when neighbors 
'call the police. 

For example, police 
pulled over four suspects 
at 3am on a Sunday morn¬ 


ing. The police found four 
individuals without li¬ 
censes, and when the po¬ 
lice searched their car, the 
police found a large 
amount of stolen property. 
The police then made ar¬ 
rests, since they had bur¬ 
glarized Sierra Madre 
homes. 

Neighbors were cir¬ 
cumspect enough to call 
the police early in 1995, 
when they saw three suspi¬ 
cious juveniles and one 
adult. The police came 
right away and the juve¬ 
niles and adult were ar¬ 
rested when they were 
climbing out of the win¬ 
dow of a house they had 
stolen from. All robbers 
are now in custody. 

There are many $100 
dollar bills that are coun¬ 
terfeit and in circulation 
right now. A counterfeit 
“specialized” pen will tell 
if the bill is counterfeit or 
not. This is sort of a 
“1984” prophecy, pen, 
kind of wild to the imagi¬ 
nation. 

The police chief went 
on to say that it helps small 
businesses to have cam¬ 
eras or video-tapes to 
catch shoplifters. 

If the shoplifter is 
caught on tape, stealing, 
then police can study the 
tape, and arrest the shop¬ 
lifter. 

The armed robbery that 
happ>ened in April, 1995 in 
“Mary’s Market” was on a 
Tuesday, and the robbers 
had come into “Mary’s” 
on Friday night to “case” 
the store. The robbers did 
not look suspicious but 


Mary’s Market did not call 
the police when the rob¬ 
bers were “casing” the 
store on the Friday before 
the Tuesday robbery. It is 
imperative to call the po¬ 
lice, when things look sus¬ 
picious. Most robbers are 
as nervous as you are. In 
Sierra Madre, the town can 
be blocked off really easy, 
so there is no way to get 
out of town after a crime 
has been committed. 
There have been a lot of 
crimes involving car 
phones. Sierra Madre has 
had trouble with “gypsies” 
and stores. It is essential to 
have a camera in a store to 
catch any mischief. It is 
important to have a secu¬ 
rity guard also. The neigh¬ 
borhood and neighbors 
can help in supplying in¬ 
formation. for instance, 
when someone is “rip¬ 
ping” of something from 
Howie’s Market. 

Neighbors can help out 
with the luxury of having 
a “Business Watch”, a 
“Park Watch” and a 
“Neighborhood Watch”. 

If sales people are com¬ 
ing in businesses or neigh¬ 
borhoods selling candy, 
cook books or children’s 
books, they need a City 
Business Permit to sell 
things. Salesmen get these 
from the City Hall. They 
can be pro-rated for days. 

People also need a per¬ 
mit to pass out business 
cards. It was stated if 
people feel uncomfortable 
with an attack dog, nearby, 
they should maintain a 
video tape of the dog bark¬ 
ing or a picture of the at-

Question: What do you think of 
installing gas pressurized shock 
absorbers on my older model off road 
vehicle.

Arcadia History in Timeline, 
cont'd. 

We’re into the 1900’s. Arcadia is now an incor¬ 
porated city with a population of696. Lucky Baldwin 
has died of pneumonia at age 81. Hiram Unruh is 
named executor of the estate, so on we go. 

1911 Baldwin’s Oakwood Hotel burns to the 
ground. 

1912 Baldwin’s Santa Anita Park grandstand bums 
to the ground. 

1912 Liquor licensing is outlawed in Arcadia. 

1912 The Cooperative Arcadians becomes one of 
the first civic improvement clubs in the city. The roots 
of the Arcadia woman’s Club come from this early 
group. 

1912-13 Anita Baldwin constructs her three-story, 
50 room Anoakia mansion at the comer of Foothill & 
Baldwin. 

1913 Telephone service is brought to Arcadia. 
There are 65 subscribers the first year. 

1914The Arcadia Board of Trade (later called the 
Arcadia Chamber of Commerce) is formed. 

1914 A branch of the Los Angeles County Library 
opens in Arcadia. 

1915 Arcadia enters its first float in the Rose Pa¬ 
rade. 

1916 Arcadia enters into a contract with So. Cali¬ 
fornia Edison Co. to bring electricity to all residents. 

1917 The First National Bank of Arcadia opens, 
bringing the first such service to the town. 

1918 The US Army builds Ross Field (balloon 
observation training school) on land that had been part 
of Baldwin’s racetrack. 

1918 Arcadia dedicates its first City Hall. 

1920 Arcadia’s population triples to 2,239. 

1920 Arcadia forms a unified high school district 
with Monrovia and Duarte (MAD High School). 

1923 Anita Baldwin disbands her Anoakia Stock 
and Breeding Farm and begins to sell sections of West 
Arcadia land for development.

American standards and 
values. There was always 
a long waiting list of hope¬ 
fuls wanted to move in. It 
was a very restrictive at¬ 
mosphere and no men 
were allowed above the 
first floor. 

Christine soon estab¬ 
lished a close circle of 
friends, some of whom 
live still in Temple City 
and Arcadia. Through 
these friends she was intro¬ 
duced to a very eligible 
bachelor, George Van 
Maanen. They married in 
1936 and their union pro¬ 
duced son John in 1943. 

Christine moved to 
Arcadia in 1940 and con¬ 
tinued to work for the stu¬ 
dios through the war years. 
Following the end of 
World War II, she man¬ 
aged a nursery school for 
some years and also served 
as a Community Chest 
volunteer. From that asso- 
ciation, in October of 
1950, she was named Civil 
Defense Director with an 
office in the Arcadia City 
Hall. 

Personnel records of the 
City indicate that in 1951 
Christine was appointed 
secretary to the city’s first 
city manager, William 
Richards. Other records 
tell us that in 1955, while 


the city was recruiting for 
a new Director of Recre¬ 
ation, Christine filled the 
position temporarily. 

In 1956, Christine was 
elected to the office of City 
Clerk. She served the city 
with devotion and dedica¬ 
tion until 1988 when she 
retired after 32 years as 
city clerk and 38 years 
with the city. Christine 
saw much of Arcadia’s 
development from little 
more than chicken ranches 
and orchards to the rise of 
the Santa Anita Race 
Track, the Arboretum, 
dedication of 210 freeway. 
Fashion Park mall and 
other hallmarks of Arcadia 
tradition. 

Christine is survived by 
her son, John, who is a pro¬ 
fessor at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, 
John’s wife Colleen and 
grandchildren Casey age 
23, Patrick 17, Nicole 14 
and Kyla 8.
